Fire contained, immediate reseeding planned

U.S. Forest Service authorities today began plans 
to reseed the devastated Los Padres .National 
Forest 
watershed 
lands 
above 
South 
Coast 
communities, aiter announcing lull containment ot 
the 
week-long 
explosive 
Romero 
brush 
tire 
Wednesday at dawn atop the rugged ridges ol 4.800- 
toot Divide Peak northeast of Carpintería. 
Fire Information Officer Gene Pierce said total 
costs of the 14,200 acre lire which ranged nine 
miles across the face of the Santa Ynez range and 
northeastward in the direction ol Ojai approximate 
$3.3 million 
This includes property damage ot some $500,000 
(seven 
expensive 
homes and other 
buildings 
burned»; $1.5 million watershed damage and $1.3 
million in suppression costs. 
The raging tire, fanned bv Santa Ana winds at 


times trom the Mojave Desert, descended close to 
the communities ot Montecito and Carpinteria 
betöre being tought ott by a tire-fighting torce of 
more than 2.000 men. 
F iremen. grimy and exhausted, finally won their 
tight in the dark hours betöre dawn Wednesday, 
tying down the last uncontined tire area at Divide 
Peak, in precipitous areas east ot Noon Peak. If the 
tire had not been contained there, it could have 
swooped downhill into Ventura County rugged 
brushlands and eventually into ranching areas on 
the environs of the resort citv of Ojai. fire 
authorities said. 
But tavorable weather and determination ot the. 
bands of tough tiremen, including Indians from 
Arizona and New Mexico, kept the fire from going 
ahead. 
Pierce said that reseeding might be done within a 
week or 10 days. It must be quickly accomplished 


before ash forms a crust over the burned areas, he 
explained. It this happens seed cannot penetrate 
the crust. 
The reseeding must also be done betore the first 
fall rains. 
Pierce felt it could take up to two weeks to fully 
control the tire. It has a 35-mile perimeter and 
burned a swath up to five miles in width at some 
points, from lower foothills to 3,000 foot summit 
areas atop Camino Cielo, the "sky road" above the 
South Coast communities. 
The 2.000 man tire force was being trimmed in 
halt 
Wednesday night as favorable conditions 
persisted 
South Coast communities were beginning to raise 
funds for the families ot the four bulldozer crew­ 
men asphyxiated in the tire, and those seriously 
burned in the same tragedy. 
Some air tankers were standing by in case ot 


emergency caused by a change in the weather. 
Helicopters were ferrying exhausted men back 
trom wilderness areas to tire camp 
Pierce said 
this tire was fought in terrain as 
steep as any we ve ever tought in California." 
There was special commendation tor the aerial 
firefighters. 
The tankers were credited with 
beating down the tire on the northeast salient along 
Rincon Ridge to Divide Peak at a time when it 
threatened to pour over into Ventura County, where 
oil processing and storage tacilities would be 
threatened along with other communities 
There were only two incidents marring the 
perfect record ot the air tanker squadron Two 
firemen 
were injured when struck with 
the 
pancake-1 ike mixture in one instance In another, a 
pilot jettisoned his load ot retardants before 
making an emergency landing in a Carpintería 
airport, spraying several homes.

hippies ". This week a U.S. Supreme Court decision 
invalidated it. 


The law prohibited sitting on the grass in the citv park 
and it was im m ediately challenged by a local bookstore 
ow ner. Mrs. Ann Parr, a mother of two. 
When the ordinance was passed. Mrs Parr sat on the 
grass, was arrested and a long court struggle began 
Aimed at longhaired transients, the preamble read 
"Declaration ot urgency: The City Council ot Uarmel-by- 
the-sea has observed an extraordinary influx ot undesirable 
and unsanitary visitors to the city, som etim es known as 
hippies 
The U.S. Supreme Court invalidated the ordinance this 
week by ref using to review a California Supreme Court 
ruling against it 
Since the ordinance was passed, savs Carmel Mayor 
Barney Laiolo. and the park fenced with chickenwire. "The 


hippies keep right on going past Carmel on down to Big 
Sur 
He said now the ordinance would have to be rewritten 
since it involved far m ore than sitting on the grass. 
It prohibits sleeping on the beach, littering, damaging 
trees, distigurmg buildings and other vandalism, 
he said. 


* Mrs. Parr s conviction was upheld by the State Court ot 
Appeal on March 27. 1970. although Justice Murray Draper 
deplored its reterence to hippies. The ordinance applied 
equally, he said, to 
bald doctors who scrubbed with 
antiseptic coap 
The ordinance was finally struck down by the State 
Supreme Court Jan. 18. in a decision that called the law a 
transparent 
attempt to discrim inate against "an lll- 
detined social caste w hose m em bers are deem ed pariahs by 
the city fa th e r s.. 
"I'm glad it's over." said Mrs. Parr, wife ot a local 
newscaster. 
I d do it again It it s against hippies today, it 
could be against anybody tomorrow."

"Rat." as Italians call him. is a waiter at a fashionable 
restaurant on theoutskirtsot Rome 
"He carries fish to the people who order tish. 
said 
Romano 
Felici. 
the 
restaurant 
owner 
who 
hired 
Mimchiello. "He carries meat to the people who order 
meat. He works hard and is learning 
The 22-year-old Vietnam veteran from Seattle. Wash . 
spent 18 months in prison on charges stem ming from what 
then was the longest aerial hijacking. 6.702 m iles across the 
United States, the Atlantic and Western Europe 
U.S. authorities tried to extradite him to stand trial, but 
Italian officials refused because they said Mimchiello could 
receive the death penalty in America 


During his trial and imprisonment. Mimchiello becam e a 
sort ot 
tolk hero. Girls proposed m arriage. 
Romans 
demonstrated for his release, several politicians appealed 
to President Nixon to pardon him and a song about him 
made the hit parade. 
The Vatican blamed his action on the "horrors 
ot 
Vietnam, where he w as decorated tor bravery, and his 
law ver called him a misguided Don Quixote of the air. 
He had been sentenced to 7 4 years imprisonment on 
charges stem m ing from torcing the crew of a Trans World 
Airlines » TW A i jet to fly him to Rome. He was not charged 
with hijacking because Italy has no such crim e. 
An appeal and an am nesty reduced his sentence to 18 
months and he went tree May 1 
I ca m e to Italy to stay in Italy, 
he said "I want to get a 
job in Rom e and live quiet. 
When one newsman asked him about his job and his life in 
Italy. Mimchiello bowed and replied 
Excuse me. sir. I have another customer. 


Unless we change now. in 1971 and 72. we 
will be doing nothing more than passing on 
to others a country that may not be worth 
saving.

It's a good idea for certain 
people to retire to encourage newer people to come into the 
legislature, 
says Assembly Reapportionment Committee 
t hairman Henry A. Waxman. D-Los Angeles. 
Still another legislative leader. Senate Reapportionment 
Committee Chairman Mervvn M. Dymally. D-Los Angeles, 
disputes the contention there will be a mass legislative 
exodus spurred on by the special requirement.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
The resurrection of peerless 
Frank Merriwell, after some 
40 years of layin- low, may 
be a blessing or a curse, de­ 
pending on how you look 
at it. 


Merriwell got his start in 
1896, when Burt L. Standish 
wrote the first of 245 dime 
novels on F ran k ’s fabulous 
exploits. That was when big- 
time sports was in its in­ 
fancy. The paperbacks were 
read by the young, impres­ 
sionable minds of those days 
and helped mold the pre­ 
cepts and concepts of our 
sporting heroes, or what our 
SDorting heroes ought to be 
like. Right down to the pres­ 
ent day. 


Merriwell was not only 
matchless at every sport he 
tried, but he was, w r o t e 
Standish, “a perfect gentle­ 
man,” too. MerriweH’s last 
melodrama 
was 
published 
in 1930. Recently, the Smith 
Street Publications, Inc., de­ 
cided, according to publisher 
Jack R u d m a n , that 
“this 
country is again in need of 
such a right-thinking hero 
figure.” 


One wonders. 


Too often, we have found 
it rather impossible to tell 
whether the Frank Merri- 
wells of this nation were 
real or simply fantastic (as 
in fantasy). Some r e c e n t 
iconoclastic w r i t e r s have 
found chinks in the shoul­ 
der-padded a r m o r of our 
sports heroes. These writers 
say that false idols create a 
nation of false decision-mak­ 
ing. That is. if we can't see a 
Mickey Mantle for what he 
really is—a h u m a n being 
with human 
frailties, one 
who is not perfect yet strives 
for excellence— then can we 
really see ourselves? 


Several years ago, syndi- 


r e n t familiarity with the 
Frank Merriwell name 
The letter explained Mer- 
riwell’s “ unsurpassed high 
moral character” as well as 
his ability to play virtually 
every position, emphasized 
his “double-shoot c u r v e ” 
which curves twice before 
reaching the plate.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
In the last few years Fred 
Mauser has been arrested for 
public intoxication “a dozen, 
m aybe two dozen, tim es.” 
He doesn’t know exactly how 
m any, because he’s too drunk 
to rem em ber. “ I counted it 
up once, he says, eyeing his 
bottle of booze. ‘‘Let’s see. 
Newark, 
Jersey City. 
The 
Tombs, I been in the Tombs 
a hundred tim es. And Riker’s 
Island and, and . . 
The 
mind goes fuzzy. The bottle 
com es up. And Fred Hauser 
has another drink. 


Hauser, 43, is an alcoholic. 
And so, according to the laws 
of New York City, and most 
other cities in Am erica, he is 
also a com m on crim inal. 


It’s O.K. for him to drink, 
police say, but not in public. 
Thus 
when 
Fred 
Hauser, 
grubby and sm elly, suns in 
Peretz Square, or stum bles 
the streets of H ell’s Kitchen, 
he is very often arrested and 
tossed into one of the city’s 
clinks. 


He’s hardly the only one, of 
course. 
In 
the last seven 
months police have arrested 
2,000 drunks in this town. 
And last year, according to 
FBI e s t i m a t e s , p o l i c e , 
throughout the nation appre­ 
hended and locked up ap­ 
proxim ately 1,825.500 lushes. 


The statistics are interest­ 
ing. They m ean that 20 per 
cent of all crim inals arrested 
in the nation (8,117,700 last 


year) are m erely folks with 
too much sauce. They mean 
a tremendous w aste on the 
nation’s b u l g i n g jail and 
prison system . And they also 
m ean, 
according to many 
penologists and law enforce­ 
ment officers, that the nation 
urgently needs to revaluate 
just who is a crim inal in this 
society. 
Fred 
Hauser, 
for 
o n e , 
doesn’t think he belongs in 
jail. ‘‘I ain’t no crook — I 
never hurt anybody.” Most 
prostitutes who are arrested 
(51,700 last year) feel the 
sam e. So do men picked up 
on vagrancy laws 
1113,400 
a year), 
and 
g a m b l i n g 
prohibitions (91,700). Rough­ 
ly, and in general, they can 
all be classified as trans­ 
gressors of the laws of pri­ 
vate morality rather than 
public safety. In m ost cases, 
these people are not hurting 
anyone. 
Their crim es 
are 
without victim s. 
So opinion mounts in the 
nation that, Aquinas believed, 
there should be definite dis­ 
tinction between private m or­ 
ality and public law. The ar­ 
gument 
is that 
the 
trend 
these days is toward blurred 
lines between what is moral 
and what is im m oral, there­ 
fore the benefit of the doubt 
should be given the offender. 
The argum ent also is that 
police and prisons would bet­ 
ter serve the public by ignor­ 
ing m orality and concentrat­ 
ing on safety. 
In short, leave the drunks 
and the prostitutes alone. 


Unless they create victim s. 
In which case society must 
be protected. 


The suggestion has been 
often raised, and just as often 
dropped for lack of public 
support. But now, as officials 
scram ble over one another 
to promote penal reform, the 
proposal is gaining allies. 
Recently in New York, two 
state senators held hearings 
on the advisability of doing 
away with offenses that have 
no victim s. Everything from 
drug abuse (a sickness) to 
breaking the Sabbath laws 
(most 
people don’t follow 
them 
anyway) 
were 
dis­ 
cussed. And alm ost to a man, 
city oficials testified that the 
laws based on m orality were 
som etim es crim es in them ­ 
selves. 


Gambling 
laws 
for 
in­ 
stance. In New York State a 
person can legally bet on a 
horse, buy a lottery ticket, 
play bingo in church, or buy 
football cards at the super­ 
market. But he can’t play 
poker in his home for a 
profit m otive. Harry Fleisch- 
man, for one, director of the 
National Alliance for Shaping 
Safer Cities, thinks this is 
ridiculous. He says gam bling 
laws have invited racketeer­ 
ing which currently milks 
the public of $15 billion a 
year. “ How do we benefit 
from trying to e n f o r c e 
m orals?” he asks. “ It didn’t 
work during Prohibition, it 
doesn’t work now.” 


only thing morality laws do 
is clog the nation’s system of 
judicial apparatus. He says 
at 
least 
a 
third 
of 
the 
nation’s 
law 
enforcement 
personnel are futilely trying 
to enforce nonvictim crim es. 
Others say half of all court 
time is taken up with m ean­ 
ingless questions of morality. 
Still others say about 15 per 
cent of prison cell space is 
occupied by harm less moral 
misfits. 


All of this, according to no 
less an observer than Rich­ 
ard Nixon, is a woeful m is­ 
use of Am erica’s tim e, space 
and energy. Speaking only 
for the judicial side of the 
logjam, the President said: 
“We have to find w ays to 
clear the courts of the end­ 
less 
stream 
of 
victim less 
crim es . . . There are more 
important m atters (for the 
courts) than minor traffic of­ 
fenses, loitering and drunk­ 
enness.” 


Statem ents like the latter, 
surely, are bound to get Mr. 
Nixon at least one vote from 
New York’s Peretz Square. 
Fred H auser’s. That is if 
Fred can figure out when the 
election is. “ Let’s see, it’s in 
the winter, I rem em ber. D e­ 
cem ber? No, that’s Christ­ 
mas. Oh, do I like Christmas! 
I play Santa Claus at Christ­ 
m as, and, and . . .” The 
mind goes blank again. The 
bottle goes up. And Fred 
Hauser, a drunk but not a 
crook, takes another swallow.

Mr. Storke s newspaper captured the 
highest honor in journalism in 1962 when 
the Pulitzer Prize was awarded for the

expose of the underground purposes of the 
John Birch Society. The series also won 
Mr. Storke the Richard E. Lauterbach 
Award from Harvard University's Nieman 
Foundation, and the praise ot then - 
President John F. Kennedy. 
Mr. Storke played an instrumental part 
in securing the campus ot the University ot 
California 
at 
Santa 
Barbara 
and 
contributed greatly to the campus in his 
philanthropic efforts. He was a former 
U.S. Senator for a short time and a regent 
ot the University of California.

described his task as a ' life time job 
to 
"form and develop character for his 
community. 
Mr. Storke performed his "life-time 
job with distinction.

man is by definition a member of a 
different 
society, 
and 
therefore 
unbound to the lawsol 
America. 
Finally. Jackson announces that

is 
actually an assertion ot one s right 
to resist the small minority who 
assert their “constitutional right to 
own or control the means of the 
people s subsistence 
One grows a 
little weary ot the circularity ot the 
argument. 
But there is more yet to come 
Feeling, finally, a responsibility to

committed by black not against 
whites but other blacks. Jackson 
tried valiantly: 
Every 
revolutionary

retician and psychiatrist accepts as 
elementary the tendency ot violence 
to turn inwards when the oppressed 
can tind no externalization. 
the 
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co lle ctive 
autddestruction 
phenomenon. Again, the basis is 
economic oppression or the effects 
of a dying civilization tied to an 
economic arrangement that was 
decadent 100 years ago 
The sadness is that that is the kind 
ot thing that passes tor thought 
these days in Attica. It is a long way 
from Martin Luther Kings letter 
trom a Birmingham Jail, to George 
Jackson s letter from San Quentin 
But the seeds of Jackson lay in the 
reasoning of King King insisted that 
unjust laws need not be obeyed. 
Jackson insists that no laws need be 
obeyed, in a society which has 
unjust laws King insisted that no 
law that did not bind a white man 
should bind a black man Jackson 
insists that no law passed by a white 
man. should bind a black man. And 
hesto presto, you mix together the 
ingredients, and a black man raping 
a black woman is — guiltless. One 
begins to understand the humorless 
attitude Lenin took towards crime. 
All weakness, all hesitation, and 
all sentimentality, in this held, 
would be a great crime against
